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Man jailed for partygoer’s killing

A MAN has been jailed for five years 
for killing a fellow party goer in 
Chelmsford. 

Following a two-week trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, Sam 
Martin, 26 of Eastwood Road, Leigh, 
was found not guilty of the murder of 
Anton Jardin on Monday, February 4, 
but had already pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter. 

He was sentenced last Tuesday. 

Anton died following an assault at a 
house party in Chelmsford on the V 
Festival weekend last August. 

It was in the early hours of August 
19, 2012, when Anton, 39, from 
Eastwood Road, Rayleigh, got 
involved in an argument with another 
man and when it had almost finished 
Martin, who had a cocktail of drinks 
and drugs inside him, decided to attack 
the man he thought was at fault. 

He assaulted him and despite emer¬ 
gency aid from people at the party and 
the ambulance service, Anton died. 

Senior investigating officer, 
Detective Chief Insp Mark Hall from 
the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said: “Anton Jardin was a 
talented and popular man. He was not 
someone who sought out trouble or got 
involved in violence. Anton died as a 
result of speaking up for someone else. 
He was doing what he thought was the 
right thing and his death in such cir¬ 
cumstances is a tragedy. 

“The incident started with an ineffec¬ 
tual fight between Anton and another 
man, little more than a scuffle. At a 


time when the two men had already 
been separated Sam Martin chose to 
involve himself in a wholly unneces¬ 
sary way. Sam Martin’s actions were 
violent, disproportionate and without 
justification. He must now carry 
responsibility for his actions, and the 
consequences that followed. 

“"I would like to express my thanks 
to the witnesses who came forward to 
give evidence in this case. Essex Police 
and the Witness Service recognise the 
stresses on witnesses in such cases and 
we will continue to do all we can to 
support them. 

“Anton’s death was shocking and has 
devastated those who were closest to 
him. My thoughts, and those of my 
investigation team, are with Anton’s 
family. Throughout a most difficult 
legal process, and despite their devas¬ 
tating loss, they have conducted them¬ 
selves with the utmost dignity and 
courage. They have my deepest respect 
and condolences.” 




Thieves steal car at knifepoint in Westcliff 


POLICE are appealing for informa¬ 
tion after a car was stolen in a knife 
point robbery in Westcliff. 

The car jacking started at West 
Road at 8.25am on Saturday. 

The driver of the car had pulled up 
at traffic lights at the junction with 
London Road when two men jumped 
in and threatened him with a knife 
and demanded money. 

He was then ordered to drive into 


Cotswold Road where he managed to 
get out and run off. 

The duo drove the five door silver 
Ford Escort away. 

Investigating officer, PC Kiri 
Karlo, said the incident was frighten¬ 
ing for the driver who had no money 
on him. 

Pc Karlo said: “The thieves kept on 
demanding money and held a knife 
up at the victim all the time they were 


in the car. 

“They threatened to stab him if he 
didn’t get any money.” 

The man brandishing the knife was 
white, 5ft lOin tall, of slim build, with 
a drawn looking face and short light 
brown hair. 

He was wearing a long sleeved light 
coloured jumper. 

The knife was a small serrated 
kitchen knife with a blade around 4in 


long with a black handle. 

The second man was of a slight 
tanned Mediterranean appearance, 
more than 6ft tall, of large build 
which was more on the fat side than 
muscle. 

He had a round face, with black, 
short curly hair.

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Students given a Viz-ion of 
iconic magazine by founder

BUSINESS students at South East 
Essex College were given a glimpse 
into the evolution of the iconic comic 
Viz by its founder Simon Donald. 

Simon and his brother Chris created 
the magazine using old typewriters 
and carbon copies. 

Simon, who was only 14 years old, 
took 150 copies of the magazine to a 
pub in Newcastle and they sold out in 
one night. 

“We sold them for lOp and made a 
20p loss on each one!,” he said. But 
the brothers were not losing money 
for long. Thanks to their heavy 
involvement with Newcastle’s under¬ 
ground music scene, pubs across the 
city were keen to sell the subversive 
comic. 

Within a year, sales had rocketed to 
almost 10,000. 

Speaking about his business model 
Simon said: “It really was all about 
creating contacts, and creating this 
fantastic network of people all over 
Newcastle. We used that same model 
when we approached the record com¬ 
panies and eventually most of the 
independent record shops across the 
country were selling Viz, so too were 
Virgin records.” 

What started off as a 12 page 
fanzine rapidly gained credibility and 
frequently sold millions every month. 

Some of the older Viz magazines 
have been fetching £2,000 for one edi¬ 


tion, particularly edition number two. 

The magazine now comfortably sells 
around the 100,000 mark each month 
in a very competitive market. 

Simon said he firmly believed the 
main reason he and his brother Chris 
succeeded with Viz though was their 
intense passion and love of what they 
were doing. 

He said: “It was a love, a hobby, and 
after making a loss, we made money 
doing something we enjoyed massive¬ 
ly, luck played an enormous part too, 
being in the right place at the right 
time.” 

Viz’s format uses very strong char¬ 
acters the boys had met throughout 
their teenage years in the city they 
grew up in. 

Simon said: “The comic was ahead 
of its time with Roger Mellie, the man 
on telly, as it highlighted the public’s 
obsession with third rate celebrities 
and cheaply made TV” 

After almost 30 years at Viz, Simon 
decided he wanted to pursue his other 
passion - the gruelling world of stand 
up comedy. 

He regularly appears at Edinburgh’s 
Fringe festival with his ‘classes in 
swearing’. 

“Swearing is a serious business you 
know - you have to know when to use 
swear words to your advantage!” 

Simon said after 30 years in editori¬ 
al he has ‘never been happier on the 
stage.’ 

Simon is also in a band and regular¬ 
ly plays in London’s famous 100 Club.

E Medina, in Milton Road, said it 
was the first time it had been cele¬ 
brated this way in Southend. 

Mr Azam said: “ We're happy with 
the turn out and we will try and do 
this every year from now on.” 

Aqib Azam, 19, who was on the 
rally, said events like it were going 
on all over the world. 

He said: “We are doing this to cel¬ 
ebrate the Prophet Muhammed. I 
have been to events like this in 
Manchester and London.” 


School and hospital meals 
appear clear of horse meat 


SCHOOLS and hospitals across 
Essex have not found any traces of 
horse meat in meals, but will contin¬ 
ue to investigate over the next week. 

Several hospitals including 
Basildon and Chelmsford, refused 
to comment on whether contami¬ 
nated meals had been served up. 

Southend Hospital immediately 
confirmed it was happy with its 
food. Its supplier, UK Compass 
Group UK & Ireland, also released a 
statement clarifying its position, and 
insisted the ‘traceability and quality 
of our food is a top priority’. 

The statements continued: “All of 
our nominated suppliers have to 
meet strict food quality and safety 
standards and they regularly under¬ 
go independent audits to ensure 
these standards are upheld. 

“In light of recent events, we have 
asked all of our meat suppliers to 
re-confirm their compliance with 
the required traceability, testing 
and hygiene processes to ensure the 
integrity of their products is main¬ 
tained. 

“We have received this confirma¬ 


tion from all of our core meat sup¬ 
pliers, who have also confirmed 
that no contaminated products have 
been supplied to Compass Group 
UK & Ireland.” 

Investigations are ongoing into 
schools. Essex County Council said 
it was working with a ‘significant 
number of local and national sup¬ 
pliers regarding the current issues 
surrounding Meat Contamination’. 

A statement released by the 
authority said: “Our early findings 
indicate that there is no cause for 
concern as the majority of our 
school food provision is made from 
scratch on school premises using 
fresh natural ingredients purchased 
from reliable and reputable suppli¬ 
ers who are able to provide full 
provenance traceability. 

“We will continue to liaise with 
those suppliers who are approved 
national suppliers to ensure that our 
schools are not able to individually 
request or purchase foods that fall 
outside of those on the approved 
list to ensure that our controls in 
this matter remain robust.”

The eleven 
plus is an 
unscientific 
test 

ONE imagines that filling 
Southend’s grammar schools 
with Southend’s children 
would be akin to casting 
pearls before swine in the 
mind of the Conservative 
portfolio holder for Children 
and Lifelong Learning.

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Turning back the clock 


LIZ WADE delves into our history at Thurrock Museum 


I SOMETIMES find large museums a bit overwhelming with far 
too many objects and information to take in, all in one place. 
Small museums on the other hand are much more fascinat¬ 
ing as, whatever they lack in size, they certainly make up for in 
fascinating facts. 

Thurrock Museum in Grays is just one of these places as, 
although it is dedicated to local history, everything inside it 
goes towards piecing together events in our country’s history. 
What’s more, as it’s a local museum you can discover much 
more about the people and places that have been a part of 
this amazing timeline, allowing much more information to be 
absorbed by visitors. 

While the museum occupies only a part of one floor of the 
Thameside complex in the centre of the town, it is still home 
to an Aladdin’s cave of things to look at and information to 
discover. 

Although it is a museum of human history, it begins with a 
look at Thurrock itself from its rocks and soils, before embark¬ 
ing on its links with the Stone Age and Bronze Age, as well as 
Roman life. 

Flint head axes have been dug up across the borough, 
along with fossilised bones of big game animals, storage jars 
from the Bronze Age and Roman pottery. One site in Mucking 
was of such interest that, during a major archaeological exca¬ 
vation between 1965 and 1978, the remains of Saxon houses, 
and even people, were discovered. 

While it is fascinating to think just what on earth is under our 
feet from hundreds, if not thousands of years ago, it is also 
nice to discover stories we didn’t know. This includes the story 
of a little village - complete with 40 houses, a school, an insti¬ 
tute and a shop - which began life in 1897 but sadly is no 
more. It was situated around three miles from Corringham, at 

the site of the 
Coryton oil refin¬ 
ery, and while 
the villagers of 
Coryton (or 
Kynochtown as 
it was known) 
had to be evac¬ 
uated during the 
war in 1940 to 
let soldiers do 


their work. They had to leave for good in 1969 because Mobil 
want the land to extend the refinery. 

Another story that I found fascinating was that of the 
Daneholes that were constructed centuries ago and are 
believed to be either former hiding places, draw wells for the 
extraction of chalk, or store houses for grain. 

The name Daneholes comes from Anglo Saxon word ‘denn’, 
meaning cave, and many of them have been discovered 
across Thurrock including Grays, particularly around the area 
of Hangman’s Wood, as well as in East Tilbury, Mucking, West 
Thurrock, Little Thurrock, North Stifford and Purfleet. 

While these holes have been covered over the years and 
built on, a couple of them have opened up over recent 
months in the Grays area and taken with them the driveways 
of unsuspecting homeowners. 

It makes you wonder just how many there are out there and 
why we haven’t discovered more about them and their loca¬ 
tions. It seems those who lived in the area during the early 
part of the 20th Century were much more interested in them 
as one such Danehole in Hangman’s Wood was opened to 
the public. 

Visitors were lowered down in a contraption to take a look, 
and it was so popular that there was even a place serving 
refreshments for them in the wood called the Cunobelin 
Retreat. 

Today, I feel, we will just have to wonder what it was like 
being lowered down into a Danehole all those years ago 
because I am sure health and safety of nowadays would be 
having none of it. 

While there are histories of specific towns in the area includ¬ 
ing Chadwell and West Tilbury, Corringham and Stanford-le- 
Hope, and Orsett and Bulphan, there are also sections dedi¬ 
cated to Thurrock at war, the Post Office, the police and fire 
brigade, and local transport - from the times of bicycles and 
the horse and cart, to those lucky enough to own one of the 
first motor cars. 

You can find out more about the borough’s large houses 
including Belhus Mansion, which was home to the Barrett- 
Lennard family. 

The grounds of the house, which was visited by Queen 
Elizabeth I in 1578, were landscaped by Capability Brown in 
the 1740s and 1750s. While the house is no more, having 
been demolished after the war, some objects from the man¬

sion can be found at the museum including one of its fire¬ 
places - now at home in a stairwell at the Thameside Complex 
just outside the museum’s entrance. 

Thurrock Museum is definitely worth a visit as, while it may 
have limited space it is packed with a lot of history inside and 
whatever you can’t see in its displays there are many informa¬ 
tion sheets available to read to find out even more about the 
area.

Q. I’m hoping to purchase my first property, 
and I’m wondering whether this is a good 
time to buy. 

A. The short answer is - yes. However, just in 
case you think I’m only saying that because I’m 
an estate agent, let me explain. 

Despite what you may have read or been told, in actual fact there is no such thing 
as an especially good time to buy - or a especially bad one either, come to that. The 
same is true for selling. After all, if that were the case, then we’d all be buying or 
selling at the same time. In practice, in a free market like property, supply and 
demand tend to balance each other out. If sellers behaved like migrating birds, for 
example, and all brought their properties to market at a particular time of year, you’d 
very soon find buyers also flocking in to take advantage of the lower prices. Result: 
the increased demand would simply push prices up again! 

If you want a rather more realistic scenario, you only have to look at what happened 
last year when first time buyers rushed to try and beat the deadline for the ending 
of the Stamp Duty holiday. Figures just released by one of the big national chains 
suggest that no fewer than 24,200 of them bought during March - a figure twice as 
high as the following month. But did those “lucky” buyers who managed to get in 
ahead of the deadline really end up better off? No. All that happened was that the 
resulting (and entirely predictable) feeding frenzy duly attracted the attention of 
sellers - and purchasers ended up paying the highest first time buyer prices seen 
all year! 

The moral of this tale is that rather than trying to outguess the market, the best time 
to buy - or sell - is when it suits you. So, if you’ve already seen a property you like, 
and you are in a position to proceed from a financial point of view, then you should 
go ahead. 

Besides, the fact is that all things considered, this is actually a very good time to 
buy. Property prices are lower than they’ve been for years, and increased 
competition from lenders means that as long as you have a reasonable deposit, 
there are some excellent mortgage deals around. 

So there you are. Go for it!

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Cross the Trax

T HE Chevrolet Trax aims to 
give the Nissan Juke and the 
Skoda Yeti something to think 
about in the compact Crossover 
market. There’s a choice of three 
engines, auto and manual trans¬ 
missions and a front or four wheel 
drive chassis. 

Chevrolet has taken some time 
to enter this sector, but its Trax 
model aims to offer a compelling 
compromise between quality and 
value. It’s built on much the same 
chassis as Vauxhall’s Mokka but 
brings with it some very Chevrolet 
qualities. It has its work cut out, 
but it’s got some intriguing 
attributes. 

The Trax has clearly been 
designed to appeal to as wide a 
cross-section of the compact 
crossover demographic as possi¬ 
ble. The front-wheel drive versions 
target those who just want a 
beefy-looking urban scoot that 
can do the school run and shop¬ 
ping with the bonus of an elevated 
driving position. Go for an all¬ 
wheel drive model and you’re not 
really going to be buying yourself 
an awful lot of off-road ability but 
there’s plenty of all-weather trac¬ 
tion on offer and, as you might 


expect in this class, the 4WD 
mechanicals don’t require any 
special levers or buttons to acti¬ 
vate. Drive the Trax on a normal 
tarmac surface and it’ll direct all 
drive to the front wheels for opti¬ 
mum efficiency but when the road 
surface is slippery, as much as 50 
per cent of the drive is automati¬ 
cally diverted to the rear axle. 

Don’t worry too much about heavy 
all-wheel drive mechanicals either. 
This set up adds just 65kg to the 
all-up weight of a front-wheel drive 
variant. 

There’s been no expense spared 
on the Trax’s chassis. It’s a state 
of the art General Motors Gamma 
II chassis, which is one of the lat¬ 
est generation of modular plat¬ 
forms set to underpin almost all of 
the small cars from Vauxhall and 
Chevrolet. You get a 2,555mm 
wheelbase here, which means that 
the car is manoeuvrable but space 
inside needs to be utilised smartly. 
There are two rows of seats and 
no fewer than eight different seat¬ 
ing configurations, which includes 
the ability to fold the front passen¬ 
ger seat flat to free up 1,371 -litres 
of space. That’s more than the 
830-litres offered in the Nissan 
Juke but less than the bigger 
Skoda Yeti, which can boast 


1580-litres. 

With the rear seat in place, the 
Trax has a modest 356-litres of 
space, compared to the Juke’s 
550-litres and the Yeti’s 416-litres. 

It does work smarter than most 
though, with a total of 19 interior 
storage areas which includes four 
cup-holders in the centre console. 
The dash is where this car looks 
most different to the Vauxhall 
Mokka, with the Trax getting a sin¬ 
gle dial for the rev counter with a 
big digital readout for the speedo, 
fuel gauge, trip meter and sat nav 
functions, where fitted. 

Chevrolet claims the styling rep¬ 
resents a ‘fist in the wind’ look, 
the bluff front end featuring a very 
high grille and bonnet. There’s a 
lot of shape in the flanks with 
high-hipped rear wheel arch 
bulges. The neat overhangs hint at 
some off-road ability but the ride 
height isn’t that generous. That 
wedge-shaped profile contributes 
to a respectable drag coefficient of 
0.36, which is good for this class 
of vehicle. 

This being Chevrolet, you can 
count on a good slug of gear 
being included as standard. 

Even the entry-level LS gets day¬ 
time running lights, automatic 
lighting control, tyre pressure 
monitoring, cruise control, air con¬ 
ditioning, 16-inch alloy wheels, an 
MP3-compatible CD stereo with 
AUX-in, Bluetooth and wheel- 
mounted stereo and phone con¬ 


trols. Safety gear includes stability 
control, front, side and curtain 
airbags, hill start assist and ISOFIX 
child seat fixings in the back. 

Emissions are well capped. The 
1.6-litre petrol engine is rated at 
153g/km, while the all-wheel drive 
1.4-litre turbo does even better at 
149g/km. 

The diesel comes in three 
flavours, front wheel drive manual 
(120g/km), front wheel drive auto 
(139g/km) and four-wheel drive 
manual (129g/km). 

It’s a similar story with fuel econ¬ 
omy, with none of the Trax models 
proving particularly thirsty. The 
1.6-litre petrol engine will manage 
43.4mpg on the combined cycle 
with the 1.4-litre Turbo doing even 
better despite its power advan¬ 
tage, getting 44.1. The thirstiest 
diesel model is predictably the 


automatic but a 53.3mpg figure 
isn’t going to send too many to 
the wall. The front-wheel drive 
manual car manages 62.7mpg but 
the all-wheel drive version doesn’t 
fare quite so well, eking 57.6 miles 
form a gallon of derv. 

There’s no doubt that Chevrolet 
has bitten off a lot with its Trax. 
What’s more, it’s certainly not the 
most obvious choice in the com¬ 
pact Crossover segment in the 
face of cars like the Skoda Yeti, 
the MINI Countryman, the Nissan 
Juke and its own stablemate, 
Vauxhall’s Mokka. These rivals 
have obvious virtues, but this 
Trax’s appeal lies in offering a 
blend of talents that’s really very 
accomplished. But it’ll take an 
informed buyer to appreciate that 
and, in most cases, quite a lot of 
expensive promotion.
